Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-5 and 7-15 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. Regarding amended independent claim 1 , the Declaration of Toshihiro Ise, 
submitted on November 12, 2009, addressing the quantum efficiency of prior art 
reference Sato et al., (US 2003/0218418), Is acknowledged. Claim 1 is allowable based 
on this declaration, together with Applicant's arguments presented in the Remarks 
submitted on November 12, 2009, on page 8. The prior art does not teach or suggest 
applicant's invention as claimed in claim 1, as indicated in applicant's arguments.

7. Further the amended claims are now patentably distinct from the clams of 
copending application 11/269,809, therefore the non-statutory obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection is withdrawn.
